The organized

rrifii, alleged wholesale liquor dealer, 
was taken from his home in Wyan- 
dotte anil held prisoner by armed 
men for six days, being released fin- 
fclly v/hen his relatives paid a ran- 
som for him. 


Then David Cass, 23-year-old son 


cf a Detroit real estate dealer, was 
kidnaped, and a $500 ransom was de- 
manded.

youth's father, did not notify police, 
rearing that it might cost the boy his 
lilt.-; instead he arranged to meet a 
rrtrnber of the gang on a street corn- 
er and pay him the money. 


Stool pigeons, however, tipped off 


the- police, and a squad of officers 
was jying in wait when Cass met the 
gnngster and handed him a package 
of bills. The police gave chase and 
;hot the gangster down. He proved to 
be Joseph (Legs) Laman. 


Laman lay desperately ill for weeks, 


end while he was thus on the verge of 
death he talked, mentioning names. 
The offieeds got all the information 
they could from him, and then took 
him into court, convicted him of ex- 
tortion, as they were unable to prove 
a graver charge, and sent him to 
li-ison. Then they set out to act on 
the- knowledge they had gained from 
him. 


Begeman Held Prisoner 


Soon they arrested Henry R. An- 


drews as one of Begeman's kidnapers. 
Begeman had been taken to and from 
his place blindfolded and the won- 
dow of the room in which he was held 
prisoner was 
boarded 
over. But 


through a crack in the boards he had 
sic;, certain landmarks and by these 
he identified Andrews' house. 


Andrews later was sentenced to 35 


to 50 years for abduction. 
While he 


lay in jail awaiting trial the "Un- 


iy Alliance," as police called the 


kidnap ring, fell into more trouble. 


Matthew Holdreith. Jr., 23-year-old 


Notre Dame University senior, and 
son of a restaurant owner, was kid- 
naped on Sept. 11. A few days later 
a roving police radio car, ordered to 
be on the alert for a stolen taxicab 
encountered the taxi and engaged in 
an extended gun battle with two men 
who were in it. The battle ended 
with the two gunmen 
in custody. 


They identified themselves as Edward 
Wiles and Frank Hohfer—and, after 
a long grilling, confessed to having 
helped kidnap Holdreith. 


The officers v/ent to the apartment 


named by the prisoners as the gang's 
hangout and found Toldreith there, 
chained to a bed. They released him. 
and Wiles and Hohfer were sentenced 
to prison 
terms of 35 to 50 years. 


Holdreith was near tarvation and so 
swollen from lack of water was his 
tongue that he could hardly speak. 


Meanwhile, however, no trace of 


young Cass had been found. At last,

THE automobile traffic situation in the United States, cost- 
I ing thousands of lives every year, taking an enormous 
money toll in accidents and harming business by its never- 
ceasing congestion, has become one of our major problems. 


Every man has his own solution for it, and since- the 


p.roblem is a new one there is no authoritative survey of the 
question to which we can turn. It occurs to us, however, that 
George A. Parker, registrar of motor vehicles for Massachu- 
setts, has some sound ideas on the subject. 


Parser, to begin with, lias no patience with those who 


urge that auto traffic can be kept moving rapidly. 


"They cry speed up traffic," he says. "Without ques- 


tion fast: driving causes the great bulk of fatalities and in- 
juries. You can't hurt a man going slowly, but you can kill 
him going fast. There is no excuse for the speed at which 
you drive today. You are all to selfish." 


Then he takes up the question of traffic regulation. 
"You can't legislate common sense into the minds of the 


public," he asserts. "Wlien everything is said and done, the 
problem is one of human beings. It is a question of handling 
the individual back of the wheel. Make everybody who drives 
an automobile realize the responsibility that goes with the 
job. "You hear considerable about the criminal driver, the 
hit-andri'un driver, the drunken driver. They are not the 
cause of the majority of our traffic accident
